MARVELS OF A FLORIDA, SINK-HOLE.— 


Lait Thursday it was discoveied that a sink- 
hole had formed on Ihe telegraph road be- 
tween here and Fort Mrade, about leu 
miles from here. 
The road ran near about 


through the centre of the sink, which is 
about forty feel in diameter and as round 
as a circle. A pine tree, fully seventy feet 
hiijh, that stood by the road, went down, 
and il« top is a few feet below the suiface 
of the giound. The bink has filled up t< 
within bix or seven feet of the surface ol the 
surrounding ground with water, out of 
which the tree-top stands some three feet. 
There seems lo have h,-eu a sinking also of 
the surrounding ground for a distance ol 
fifty yaidsall around the inaiglnof the hole. 
The water Which has appeared in the sink 
is of a deep LZitro coloi anil very cle.ir. This 
is not the fiist sink that, h.is oectmeil in this 
resiou, which is uuted fur the number of jls 
beautiful lakes, witliin ihe last few yeais, 
another one having formed a fow years ajjo, 
about a mile from this one. On account of 
the light rainfall since last autumn the lakes 
in that region are getting low, aud it is sup- 
posed that the water support to the vault 
of some subterranean passage from the 
nearest lake being no longer present, the 
earth gave way and dropped into the sub- 
teiranean vacuum.—Tampa (Fla.')Tribune.

He In- 
sisted upon a literal acceptance of the teach- 
ings of Cluibt, and that acceptance was all 
his Christianity. He would have nothing 
to do with commentary, aud lie was always 
suspicious o! explanatoiy paraphrase. Hav- 
ing determined lhat slavery was inconslsten 
with the commands of the Deity, ho was 
not in the least to bo moved from bis po.si 
lion by the science of the ethnologists, or by 
ilie differing deductions of theologians. Oi 
lliu contrary, ho retorted In the fiery lari 
guaye of tun Hebrew 1'rophets, or the mildei 
words of the Apostles. Others might qualify 
the Beautituilos, but Mr. Garrison believed 
lhat they meant just what they appeared to 
moan—no more, no less. This literal and 
unqualified acceptance gave him woiideifu 
power.

For years men 
of more thanoidinary ability had pioclaimcil 
it to bo an impossibility, or at least as nn- 
ijirakably dangerous, lie had always re- 
gaidfd it as feasible, and he had

censed to say what he thought.. Certainly, 
the great liberation did not come by degrees 
at lust. 


The fulfilment of his hopes, and, we may 


say, of prophecies, must havo lent u charm- 
ing iwoiiity to the last years of this remarka- 
ble life. If tho poor printer's boy had become 
(as so many printer's boys have) one of the 
inert distinguished men of Ins country,hohud 
achieved the distinction in uooasy ami pleas- 
ant way. It is luiidly possible fur those of 
ihe present generation to undeistar,d how 
this gentle-hearted, however plalu-speakins; 
man, was hated and denounced. His name 
was held to b* synonymous with "firebrands, 
arrows of death." 
The mob of Hostoti 


hunted him to the jail in which he found 
safety, and the walls of which possibly alono 
saved his life. Ono Legislature at least ol 
a Soiitlicin State formally offered a reward 
fjr his anest and conviction. Uut he made 
a thousand en'iinies who were quite as hos- 
tile. The press, almost without exception, 
denounced him. 
Tlie pulpit was loud in 


ils anathemas. With political parties it was, 
in the nature of things, impossible for him 
lo bu upon good terms, lie was a zealot, a 
fanatic, an infidel, a traitor and a maker of 
mischief. Only a little band of friends galli- 
eied around him, while, among his most 
earnest and least favorable critics, 
weie 


many who started with him in the crusade 
of liberty, and who had left him to wo;k in 
Ihelr own way aud their own places, or not 
lo work m such behalf at all. 


It is not always lhat a, grcut reformer 


lives to have the dearest wishes of his heart 
gratified. Such a reward was vouchsafed 
to Mr. UarriBon. It must have been a proud 
moment, when standing within the walls of 
FoitSnmpter surrounded by many of the 
most distinguiibed men of the country, he 
saw the flag of a restored and irgeneiated 
Union once more floating over the soil of 
South Carolina.

THE FHIIEDMAN'SSAVINQ BANK.—The 


select committee of tlie Semite unpointed to 
Investigate all matters pertaining to tlie 
Frcedmau's Savings and TrustCompany met 
recently. Every member ofthe committee 
was present, Senator Urnce occupying the 
chair. Messrs. Creswell, Lolpold, ami Pur 
vis, the commissioners appointed undnr tlie 
act of Congress lo close up tlie allUIrs of the 
Institution, made a statement of tlie opera- 
tions to date, presenting schedules showing 
(lie condition of (lie company, and making 
suggestions as to llio com so that should bo 
pursued in future. They said, with refer- 
ence to the two piincipal items in the as- 
sets, viz. (real estate and notes): tlut the 
Utter were in process of collection, but as 
to the real estate they doubted whether it 
would he possible to realize upon it, at pres- 
ent, without suffering heavy loss. They 
stated that a dividend of!!0 per cent, hail 
already been poid, and that they hopi'd be- 
fore long to be able to pay another dividend 
of 20 per cent, making CO per cent, in all. 
They urged that as a means of en.ibling 
them to do this tho Government put chase 
the Frcedniaii's Bank buildin« in Washing- 
ton, the greater part of which Is now lente'd 
for the uso of tho Department of Justice. 
Two drafts of bills were submitted by the 
commissioners designed to transfer the af- 
fairs of tho company to tho Comptroller of 
the Currency, or such other ollii'cr of the 
Government as Congress ml^ht direct. Tho 
commissioners have heretofore 
repeatedly 


asked to be relieved from the onerous duties 
Imposed upon them, and on submitting 
these bills reiterated that icqnest. 
The 


committee Intend to go-into a very com- 
plete and exhaustive iuvestigation.exlendiiiK 
not only to limited periods and parts ofthe 
company's affairs, but to every part and pe- 
riod from tbo beginning to the end.

Seed may 
be saved from a plant, for instance, that 
shows nothing but a, white or scarlet flower, 
aud sown by itself next year, a great vaila- 
tiou In the color of the ilouer thus grown 
will bo seen. Even on one plant, flowers 
of various shades of color, and differently 
marked, often occur. Tho principal coloi 
of Phlox are purple, scarlet, rose and white 
with varying shades. No line yellow 
known, although tho Jmibellina takes o 
that shade slightly, being a shaded white o 
dull yellow. 
Neither is there any dar 


vailety like the darkest Tansies. Eye mail 
ings timl stilpes distinguish named rai 
cites. 


Amateurs will find it an intesesling wor 


lo endeavor to lix ceilain types oftlie Plilo 
and grow pure varieties. There will b 
disappointment enough attending it, how
